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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the third Office action on the merits of Application No. 1 0/800,743 , filed on 1 6 
March 2004. Claims 1-6 are pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a running control device 
for an industrial vehicle comprising an engine, an operation amount detection sensor, a 
transmission, a forward clutch, a reverse clutch, a brake, and a controller, as recited in the 
claim; specifically, wherein the controller simultaneously controls the engine revolutions, 
the engaging force of the forward clutch and reverse clutch and the braking force of the 
brake, on the basis of the operation amount detected by the operation amount detection 
sensor, and when the operation amount detected by the operation amount detection sensor 
exceeds a specified operation amount, the braking force of the brake is gradually 
decreased and the engaging force of the clutch and the engine revolutions are gradually 
increased, in accordance with the detected operation amount. 
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Claim 3: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a running control device 
for an industrial vehicle comprising an engine, an operation amount detection sensor, a 
transmission, a forward clutch, a reverse clutch, a brake, and a controller, as recited in the 
claim; specifically, wherein the controller varies command valve curves of the engine 
revolutions, the engaging force of the forward clutch and reverse clutch and the braking 
force of the brake that correspond to the operation amount so that the vehicle driving 
force generated by the engine revolutions, the engaging force of the forward clutch and 
reverse clutch and the braking force of the brake that correspond to the operation amount 
increases when the operation amoimt exceeds a specified value, and determines and 
outputs respective command values for the engine revolutions, the engaging force of the 
forward clutch and reverse clutch and the braking force of the brake that correspond to 
the operation amount on the basis of the conunand value curves following the variation.
